(i) any individual who suffers from any physical disabi¬ 
lity of such a nature which prevents him from 
carrying out norma! activities of life without some 
device or assistance either of a mechanical or manual 
nature or otherwise .and who is so certified by any 
Registered Medical Fratnitio&er;-or 
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(ii) any individual who suffers from mental disability of 
such a nature which prevents him from carrying out 
normal activities of life and is so certified by any 
Registered Medical Practitioner. 

Illustration : 

Illustration of such physical handicaps would include 
partial or total blindness, and/or deafness, dumb- 
ness or loss of any limb.
